In January 1951 the following Russian persons were known to be employed 
at Object &, Wismut AG:

Colonel Zavin, chief engineer Marvin and personel chief Petrov wer: already 
in their present positions in August 1949. Mironenko arrived in Seotember 
1949 (apoarentiy from the U.S.°.R.) to head the newly opened shaft 753, He 
went on leave during the early fall of 1950 and returned to duty at the end 
of November or beginning of December. During August 1949 a Russian femala 
geologist was employed et shaft 253, she was called Asya by her Russian 
co-workers, Some time between March and August 1950 she was transferred 

te the administrative offices of Object 8 as Colonel Zavin's secretary. In 
ASugust 1949 the chief surveyor was Korostin (not to be eonfused with the 
present engineer), he had apparently been in Germany since the inception of 
the uranium project. His co-workers were a surveyor, Limonarsky and a 
female interpreter, Mrs. Buchalsky. In February 1950 he was transferred, 
supposedly tc a mine in the Aue vicinity. His replacement was incompetent 
and was soon relieved. Limonarsky was then promoted to his present position 
as chief surveyor, Mrs. Buchalsky went on leave at the end of summer 1950 
and is expected back soon. She has been temporarily replaced by 

Mre. Geniranovna, Archimov has been the headof sheft 235 since Octcber 1950. 
He apparently had no previous experience in Germany, Engineer Velshev had 
been the head of shaft 235 before Archimov's arrival. He then went to 
another shaft and in December 1950 returned to 235 asa chief enginesr, He 
has been in Germany since the beginning of the uranium project, Geologist 
Nikolai arrived at shaft 235 in October 1950. He has been in Jermany at 
least since 1948, and spoke of being 9 geologist at Object 1 (Johanngeorgen- 
stadt). 
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Shafts Administered by Objeet 8

Shaft 23 (Margsrete) one of the oldest shafts of the Object and located in 
Breitenbrunn, was closed down in Septenber 1950. A new shaft near shaft 257 
was desipnated shaft 23, but in December 1950 it was taken over by shaft 257, 
There is now no shaft 23 and all. of the technical equipment of the old sheft 
has been dismentled. . . 


Cons txuctdon Fork at ObJect 8 


Object 12 is apparently primarily concerned with mining engineering; persoreel 
of Object 12 construct the large equipment nieded for a shaft like 235 or 257. 
After the equipment has been installed a@id tried out Object & personnel take 
over and mine the ore. Recentlv a conveying ii{¢ was installed by Object 12 
personnel for shaft 235, It has just been turned over to Object 8 personnel. 
This conveyor is the only one In Object 8 with en iron conveyor nead. The 
eross section of the shaft provides for two trimers for two-level conveying 
and two trimmers for skip-conveying. It has two. rope pulleys at right angles 
to each other; this shaft vig ls to become the. piincipal conveying rig for 
shaft 235, also the edjacent shafts 96 and 248 ar: driving cross levels towards 
this shaft rig, so that in the future they may aleg be able to make use of it, 


According to one of the mechanics from Object 12 the céministrative head- 
avarters are in Breitenbrunn in one of the newly esnetructed houses on tae 
road to Jehanngeorgenatadt beyond the bridge (see sketch), ‘The headquarters 
for the surveying section for Object 1. was in Schwarzenberg as late as 

1. January 1951, presumably in the former Krauss plant, now nertially taken 
over by Wismut AG. ; 


Object 16 is apparently concerned with a1 of the surface construction in the 
various Objects. Object 16 personnel were responsiby> for the construction 
of the following buildings in the immediate vicinity af the new -conveyor rig 
at shaft 235: 


a. A Jamp shop - where the electric mining lamps are recharge. Carbide 
jamos are now being replaced by electric, lamps. 


b, A shower rocm. 

ce. & two-story administration building. 

d. Kitchen. 

e. Storage room for the ore, 

f. Workshep. 

g. A compressor chamber - a turbo-compressor is to be inetalled. 


In addition each of the Objects meintains a crew of workmen for minor repairs 
and conatruction work, oot 
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Personnel. Situation 


fn the middle of 1949 there never seomed to be enough workers available 
for Wismi, AG, and actually salaries paid the workers seemed to be cf no 
great concern to the administretion, Now, however, saving is the order 

of the daj, and the individual shafte bave to remain within their budgets, 
drawn up py the Objects. This change began about August or Sentember 1950, 
with a lecge reduction in staff. Each shaft was informed that a certain 


number of employees must be released. Firstly "old=bricks® and politicaily 


unreliavie workers were released, but when the required number of urdesir- 
ables eaald not be found, some efficient workers had to be laid off. This 
was als noticeable in the study vlan at tte mining school in Freiberg. 
Yariou short courses for surveyors, seologists, drillers, prosvectors etc. 
had bern inaugurated at Freiberg. In August 1950 there were about 2,700 
studerts in Freiberg, No mvre students were peceruited after the end of 
Sept rber, and to the best «f source's knowledge no new courses have been 


 begua since then, Also thore students still remaining at Freiberg received

ga’ary (base pay plus 554 for underground work), There were virlous cnanges 


of pay scales all to the disadvantage of the miners. “any of the miners 

« Tected by the general lay-off, heave found employment in new shafte or in 
hose being eniargea, bus they have 911 had to begin again at beginner's 
gate of vay, This was the case in the recent increase of employees at 
ghaft 235 from 200 to 2,020 men. Most of the newcomers have come from 
wines in the Annaberg region. They upoke as. though there were large scale 
lay-offs in that area, and a large nuyber of shut-downs,. The technical 
personnel released in Sentember when the shafts in Lausnitz shut down have 


mostly gone to Thuringia. 


Qre Mined © 


There are two general categories of ore recevered, firstly the pure active 
ere itself, and secondly the “active masses". Every haul coming wp from 
the shafts is inspected for radio-activity “y passing under a yadioneter. 
Should there te radio activity present, tho entire haul is tsken te the ore 
storage houses for sorting. In the cease of newly activated shafts ~nere 
there are no storage facilities, the ore js sorted in the open on Tlat 
boards; the “active nasses® are then loadsa on to trucks and driven by 
Germati dvivers with Russian soldier guards to specially desisnated railroad 
stations (Breitenbruna for pxamnlej. Thevs "active masses® are ther Loaded 
on to gondola cars. Occasionally trucks loaded with "active masses” hare 


been driven directly to the ore miji in Eieitenbrunn, 


The pure recovered ore 4s enptied inte specially pullt wooden creates. They 
ali seem to be the same size, aporoxinatel” as the sketch below: 
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fhe crates are open at the top. The ore is stored in the crates urnier 
eareful guard in the ore storage houses, 4b irreguler intervals, depending 
on the accumulation of ore, the crates with the ore are loaded on, tzucks 
and are driven away by Germen drivers under Russian surveillance (i:aknown 
destination). Occasionaliy the pure cre was also driven to the ore mill 
at Breitenbrunn. 
Quotas 


The quotas drawn up by the 
headquarters of Vismut AG in Chernitz; there tiey are revised upwards and 


Soviet -Union are sent to the Centrn1 Administrative 


forwarded to the individual Objects. The chiefa of the various Objects raise 


the quotas and then send them on to the various shaft heads. Shey alse 
raise the quotas, and the final figure then is published for the niners to 
meet, Thus it would be conceivebly nossible for an individual ehris te 
reach only 90% of its shaft quo"a, but actually to have renched {02% of its 
uota as drawn up by the Objects, and 130% of the quote set by the State. 
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These later figures are never revealed to the miners as the supra-quota 
oremiums ore based on the quotas set by the Object chiefs. 


The c-uotas are drawn up as follows: 

a, Linear horizontal advance in moters. 

». 4Sreg of vertical cross section cuttings. 
e. Number of crates of ore. 


Shaft 235 hae consistently filled its quote in all categories. In the 
4woeveor period ending November 1950 shaft 235 emerged as second shaft for 
vereentape productivity. 


In November 1950 shaft 235, employing 800 men, filled its quota with a 
oroduction of 70C meters advance and 900 square meters cross section cuttings. 
tn Jecembar (one week's holidey) the quotas was also announced as filled with 

a production of 555 meters advance and 700 square meters cross section cuttings. 
The January quota based on the assumption that there will be 2,000 employees 
{though there was still only 800 at work in the middle of January) is 1,300 
eters advance and 2,000 square meters cross section cuttings and 1,800 crates 
of ore. 


Shaft 257 is designated as an experimental shaft ana though it has been 
fanctioning since July 1949 it still does not have to fill its quotas. In 
the beginning when it had just been opened large amounts of active ore were 
found but in a couple of months it had all been extracted. Even now no 
attempts are being made to hew out the ore, just transverse exploratory 
euttings and corridors ate being cut. The lineer advance in meters quota is 
neing fulfilled. 


The Ore Mill at Breitenbrun 


Up to about two months ago some Germana were employed in the ore mili at 
Breitenbrunn, but now only Hussten soldiers are employed there. The mill 
itself ig right on the railroad line Antonsthal—reitenbrunn. They have 
their own railroad siding. ‘The compound is surrounded by a large wooden fence 
with barbved-wire topping interspaced with vatch towers. There is the mill 
building itself and an ore storage house with fecilities for loading the 
freight cars from above. (See attachment two.) 


Storage Depots 


a. The largest storage depot for the tismut AG in the Schwarzenberg~ 
Johanngsorpenstadt area ia in the former factory founds of the Krauss- 
Werk Schwarzenberg. A portion of the grounds is used by a Volkseigener 
Betrieb, and the rest is used as a storage depot for Wismut AG and as 
administrative offices, (See attachment one. } 


vb. The min commissary for Object 8 1s located in Grfinst#dtel right near 
the railroad station in an empty clothing factory. 


Motor Pool 

fach Object has its own rotor pool. The motor pools are complete with 

gare ges and repair shops, The motor pool for. CGbject & is in Antonusthal on 
the Autobahn Schvarzenberg-Johanngeergenstadt. The motor pool for Object ¢ 


ig right next to the railroad station in Schwarzenberg. All of the vehicle 
dispatching is administered from these central motor pools.
